| July exports of $145,000,000, the 
‘association said, were 21 per cent 
‘higher than June, and imports of 
$143,000,000 represented an increase 
‘of 17 per cent. 

| “While our prices are higher here,” 
said the association, “the increase is 
still less than the depreciation of the 
American dollar abroad and allows 
us to meet competition and brings our 
goods into the hands of foreign buy- 
‘ers at less cost than trade.” 

| ‘The association commented that the 
increase in imports was ‘‘unquestien- 
|ably due to the creditor status of our 
country asserting itself, but also to 
the demand for more raw materials 
from abroad arising as a consequence 
of our domestic industrial revival.” 

The association expressed itself as 
“highly gratified” by the administra- 
tion’s apparent intention to foster the 
growth of foreign trade through the 
negotiation of reciprocal trade treaties 
and the empowering of commercial at- 
taches to assist individual exporters 
in establishing principles for the so- 
lution of trade problems. 

“American’s foreign trade, in com- 
mon with the foreign trade of other 
nations, has grown in spite of restric- 
tive trade barriers so prevalent around 
the world,” said the association's 
statement. 

“International trade can be expect- 
ed to expand to some extent in spite 
of such obstacles, because of the im- 
petus given by domestic improvement, 
but the association confidently an- 
ticipates that the existing trade bar- 
riers will gradually be modified or 
eliminated.” 

The association said export gains 
were noted in July chiefly in ship- 
ments of cotton, petroleum products, 
automobiles, electrical machinery, 
meat products, copper naval stores, 
hardwoods, softwoods, coal, iron and 
steel products, metal-working machin- 
ery and specialties. 

Import increases were noted for 
such products as silk, coffee, cocoa,

WILL HELP SHAPE 
NEW GOTTON PLAN 


Wallace Announces Con- 
ferences Scheduled for 
September 5 at Memphis 
and Dallas as Well.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—(4)— 
Meeting September 5 in three south- 
ern cities—Atlanta, Memphis and Dal- 


las—were called today by Secretary 
Wallace to discuss a program for ‘“‘the 
control of next year’s cotton crop.” 

Letters inviting the participation of 
growers, associations of producers, co- 
operatives, members of congress, state 
commissioners of agriculture, ginners, 
spinners, handlers and county com- 
mitteemen who participated in this 
year’s acreage reduction campaign 
were sent today by the secretary of 
agriculture. 

In calling the meetings in the south, 
Secretary Wallace said numerous 
plans had been submitted from the 
cotton belt and that all of them had 
been carefully considered. 

“The plans,” he said, “are charac- 
terized by certain fundamentals with 
which the agriculture adjustment ad- 
ministration is in agreement and 
which, apparently, should be embodied 
in any program dealing with the fu- 
ture control of cotton production.” 

At a press conference today, the 
secretary did not elaborate as to fun- 
damentals on which there is already 
accord. Among these, however, are 
understood to be that the acres plant- 
ed next year shonld be limited to 
about 25,000,000 and that the grow- 
ers should be guaranteed a parity 
price on about half his average pro- 
duction during the last five years, or 
some other similar period. 

Definite Limits. 

Many of the suggestions from the 
south have called for definite limits 
on the amount of cotton marketed 
through a plan by which each grower 


would be permitted to gin only an al-|;, 


lotted number of bales. 

Secretary Wallace indicated today 
this idea had been discarded by the 
farm adjustment administration.

Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman _§ signed a Dill 
passed by the legislature to permit the 
suspension for the duration of the na- 
tional act. 

Under the bill which the governor 
signed any code of competition or 
trade agreement approved by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt becomes New York 
state law for the duration of the na- 
tional recovery act. 

The suspension of the state anti- 
trust law will permit the formation 
of codes of competition and trade 
agreements which heretofore were 
violations of the Donnelly act. This 
law was passed to supplement the fed- 
eral Sherman anti-trust laws.

‘day. 
A delicatessen operator said he had 
been running his business at a loss 
for two years in order to furnish em- 
ployment to the workers he had. He 
said if he signed the NRA agreement 
he would increase his expense to the 
point where he would go bankrupt. 

A filling station operator has been 
making $100 a month profit after 
paying a negro helper, who works 12 
to 15 hours a day, $12.50 a week. If 
he were to add another employe, he 
said, it would double his cost and his 
net income would be $37 a month, 
less than his employes received. 

Human Problem Found. | 

A grocer found that he was con- 
fronted by a human as well as a 
business problem. He has been pay- 
ing a delivery boy $5 a week, upon 
which the lad supports his mother. 
Since he is under 16 years of age he 
would be let out under the NRA and 
in addition the grocer would be forced 
to hire two boys at $14.50 each, a 
sum he said his store could not stand. 

Sixty employes would be affected 
in one case if the owner could find 
a way to abide by the NRA. In a 
factory which produces novelty shoe 
wear the 60 employes have been re- 
ceiving $7 a week each. . The owner

$15,000,000ForestFire 


Is Checked by Showers 


PORTLAND, Ore., Aug. 28.—(?)— 
Showers today came to aid 4,000 
weary and grimy men who for 14 
days have battled the worst forest 
conflagration in Oregon’s history. 

The great fires which have blast- 
ed life from hundreds of thousands of 
acres of forest land in northwest Ore- 
gon and caused damage estimated by 
fire wardens in excess of $15,000,000, 
were materially checked during the 
night and today by fog, much cooler 
temperatures, higher relative humid- 
ity and scattered showers. 


IDEA OF UPPER AIR 
AS PLACID REGION 
MAY BE DISPROVED 


FAIRBANKS, Alaska, Aug. 28.— 
Science’s picture of the upper atmos- 
phere as a placid ocean of gas un- 
disturbed by winds or currents of any 
sort and possessing a uniform low 
temperature appears to have been 
disproved, Dr. H. B. Maris, United 
States naval scientist, declares in an 
article published by the Farthest 
North Collegian, student publication 
of the Alaska College of Agriculture 
and Mines. 

Summarizing the navy’s studies in 
the second international jubilee polar 
year, scheduled to close in Septem- 
ber, Dr. Maris says: 

“We cannot be sure as yet just 
what our tests will prove, but we are 
sure that the temperature of the up- 
per atmosphere is not uniform and 
that it is not constant. We are 
sure that winds do blow at alti- 
tudes greater than 40 miles and that 
both the magnetic needle and auroral 
displays respond to those winds. They 
may effect radio transmission, and 
they may probably control the ozone 
content of the air in the polar re- 
gions, 

“Ozone content of the air is im- 
portant to Alaskans because the ul- 
tra violet or health rays of sunshine 
decrease with the increase of ozone. 
It is probable that these winds at 
great altitudes are an important fac- 
tor in changes of weather conditions 
in the lower atmosphere.”

IN SERIOUS CONDITION

in its national recovery program. 

“This is no time for petty politics,” 
he said. “Every decent man and wo- 
man must put a shoulder to the wheel 
and help bring our country out of the 
chaos that has engulfed it.”
